Campaigner plans 
mass Greenham

A MUM is gathering an army of mums 
opposed to plans to build a waste plant 
close to seven schools in Pinkham Way. 

Actress and singer Melanie Masson says she was 
dumbfounded by the plans to introduce a 15,000 
square metres waste processing plant just off the 
already congested North Circular Road and close 
to several primary and pre-school sites. 

The Bounds Green mother-of-two was spurred 
to speak out and call for a potential Greenham 
Common style protest when she realised her four 
year old daughter Rua will be going to a school 
within a thousand metres of the proposed site. 

She told the Advertiser: “This is not about 
Nimby-ism. It’s not trivial - this is something 
that’s a threat to our children’s health. This will 
impact on our children’s children. They will won¬ 
der what we were thinking by building that there. 

“So many mums have approached me to say 
they want to join the mums’ army. If this plan is 
not scrapped, we will continue to demonstrate as 
much as we can whether it’s a sit in, or we all 
stand holding hands or chain ourselves to the 
fences or bulldozers.” 

Mrs Masson admitted she has also questioned 
London Mayor Boris Johnson when he visited a 


high street store in Crouch End. 

She said: “He was responsive and 
he was quite shocked that he 
didn’t know all the facts. He said 
he would take it up for me.” 

Pinkham Way Alliance member 
Colin Parish attended a briefing 
with Enfield Southgate MP David 
Burrowes at Broomfield School 
on Friday night, he added: “Peo¬ 
ple went away quite fired up 
to respond to the consultation on 
the planning application to 
Haringey Council which comes 
out in the beginning of July and the North 
London Waste plan consultation. 

“We want to make sure this plan is stopped. We 
know that land fill is not going to continue there’s 
not the room. 

But the plan says it will handle the same 
amount of waste for the next 30 years. It’s not the 
right solution, there’s no incentive to reduce the 
amount of waste as a by product fuel for inciner¬ 
ators to produce energy.” 

The site will handle 300,000 tons of waste 
every year from Haringey, Barnet, Enfield, Cam¬ 
den, Islington, Hackney and Waltham Forest and 
will see 560 vehicles going to and from the site 


every day. A spokeswoman for North London 
Waste Authority said: “The application is being 
validated by Haringey Council and will be made 
generally available once completed. The next 
stage of consultation with local people will be 
held by Haringey Council as part of the formal 
planning process. This will include a public 
Development Management Forum later in the 
year where residents can raise issues of concern. 
We will attend this and make a further presenta¬ 
tion of our plans and answer questions.”

Common-style 
protest to save 
area from waste 
plant - for their

POLICE officers have launched an 
investigation after 12 NHS laptops, one 
of which was used to analyse informa¬ 
tion about Haringey patients, were 
stolen earlier this month. 

The laptops were reported stolen by 
health chiefs at NHS North Central 
London, which manages healthcare 
across Barnet, Enfield, Haringey, Cam¬ 
den and Islington. 

According to officials, the laptops 
were password protected and the data, 
which did not include patients’ names, 
was deleted before the theft took place. 

According to a spokeswoman from 
NHS North Central London: “We cur¬ 
rently believe there is a very low risk 
that any data could be recovered from 
this laptop or that patients could be 


identified from 
the loss of this. 

“We take any potential data breaches 
very seriously and a full investigation is 
under way. “We are working closely 
with both the Metropolitan Police and 
the Information Commissioner.” 

Janet Shapiro, from Defend Haringey 
Health Services Coalition, said: “My 
main concern is that this could be as a 
result of the fact that staff at NCL are 
extremely stressed and run down. 

“As the NCL takes over from the five 
primary care trusts, how are they able 
to cope with the workload? 

“The new body is much smaller but is 
looking after the whole NCL area - 
they must be struggling like mad and

things like this are bound to happen. 

“With so few people looking after 
the area how are they going to be able 
to deliver equitable health services 
across Haringey? That is what I am 
more concerned about rather than the 
confidentiality worries.”

Car ‘docker’ 
fined £3,000 


A CAR dealer from Haringey was 
ordered to pay £4,331 at Highgate 
Magistrates’ Court for supplying 
a car which had had its recorded 
mileage reduced by nearly 
90,000 miles. 

Mr Ashraf EL Sayed, 33 of Wood 
Green, whose car lot was in The 
Hale, Tottenham,was fined £3,000 
with costs of £1,331 for falsely 
describing the Mazda Antares car, 
breaching consumer laws. 

El Sayed bought the 
three-year-old former driving 
school car from an auction in 
Scotland, with warranted mileage 
of 110,000 miles. 

He then advertised it for sale at 
£4,300 with 19,000 miles on the 
clock. El Sayed claimed in court 
the disparity in mileage was due to 
his installing a secondhand 
dashboard which displayed the 
lower mileage reading. 

Councillor Nilgun Canver, 
Haringey’s cabinet member for 
environment, said: “The value of a 
car can change radically 
depending on its previous use and 
indicated mileage. In this case the 
car has had its mileage reduced 
by more than the equivalent of 
going round the world three times. 

“Consumers have a right to be 
told all of the material facts about 
a vehicle when they buy from a 
dealer and I am very pleased that 
the magistrates have taken this 
case so seriously.” 

The maximum fine under the Act 
is £5,000.

BOB Dylan has been refused the honour of 
being given the freedom of Haringey to mark 
his seventieth birthday. 

Keith Flett, of Haringey Trades Council, 
had put forward the suggestion to mark the 
singer and songwriter’s birthday on May 24. 
Dylan has performed in Haringey regularly 
during his career and headlined the London 
Feis in Finsbury Park on Saturday. 

The singer, whose hits include Blowin’ In 
The Wind, The Times They Are A’Changin’ 
and Like A Rolling Stone, also performed in 
Finsbury Park in 1993 and 2004 and is said 
to visit Haringey frequently to see his friend, 
Eurythmics guitarist Dave Stewart. 

A council spokesman said: “We are grateful 
for Mr Flett’s suggestion, but the freedom of 
the borough is usually reserved for 
individuals who have made an outstanding 
contribution to life in the borough.” 

Under the Local Government Act of 
1972, councils may admit people 
who have “rendered eminent 
services to the borough”. Mr 
Flett urged councillors to 
rethink the decision. 

He told the Advertiser: “We will all 
have different dates for when 
Dylan finally “sold out” but as 
his memoirs, Chronicles, 
make clear he is a lifelong 
trade unionist. Giving him 
the freedom of the borough 
on his 70th birthday would 
be a nice and timely way to 
/ mark his long standing links 
with Haringey.” 

Haringey has only awarded the 
freedom of the borough four 
times since 1965 to people 
including former Spurs 
manager Bill Nicholson 
and former Haringey 
mayors Mary Neuner 
and Maureen Dewar.

YOUNG people were encouraged to channel 
their energy through the discipline of boxing 
to help them steer clear of a life of crime dur¬ 
ing an annual tournament at Alexandra 
Palace last week. 

Some 350 amateur boxers from all over the 
world took part in the largest event of its kind 
in the UK last Thursday. The fourth London 
Open Box Cup is organised by Haringey 
Police Community Amateur Boxing Club 
which is run by police officers Gerry Will- 
mott and Kenny Marsh and based in High 
Road, Tottenham. 

The dedicated pair received MBEs last 
year for their efforts in coaching hundreds of 
young people since 1999. 

Many of the young people who box there 
have been referred by the youth offending ser¬ 
vice. The club aims to help young people into 
a disciplined sport where they can gain confi¬ 
dence and feel better about themselves, steer¬ 
ing them away from anti-social behaviour and 
helping them to realise their potential. 

Davud Cinko, now 21, started boxing with 
the club aged 14 after he was referred by his 


school for fighting and getting into trouble 
with the police. 

He said: “When I was at school I had an 
attitude and was fighting all the time. My 
school mentor recommended I go to the box¬ 
ing club to deal with my anger issues and I 
have been here ever since. It keeps me busy 
and teaches me discipline and I have been to 
Ghana and Canada, opportunities I would not 
have been given if it wasn’t for the club.” 

Event co-ordinator PC Marsh said: “The 
tournament is the biggest of its kind and we 
have boxers from all over the world who want 
to come to compete against our boxers.” 

PC Willmott, also a boxing coach, added: 
“Our boxing club gets young people off the 
streets and away from the risk of getting 
involved in crime. Being part of our club 
means making the right choices and rejecting 
negative influences, through discipline, self- 
respect and attaining a healthy lifestyle. 

“Some of the youngsters that have come to 
our club, like Davud, were known to police 
for the wrong reasons and through boxing, 
they have turned their lives around.”

Dim alien adventure

UPON leaving the latest superhero 
blockbuster derived from a comic 
book I thought... nothing. 

The special effects filtered through 
3D, the square-jawed handsome 
hero upon whose shoulders our 
world depends, the cliched themes 
of father/son relationships were as 
meaningful as a superinjunction but 
far less entertaining. 

First appearing in the All-Ameri¬ 
can Comics 70 years ago, The 
Green Lantern Corps is a force of 
funny-coloured space cops who 
police the 3,600 sectors in the uni¬ 
verse, overseen by an ancient race 
of immortals called the Guardians. 

Most of the Lanterns are alien but 
over the comics’ history there were 
a number of earthbound members 
of whom Hal Jordan was arguably 
the most popular. 

So, it’s Hal who is the chosen one 
for what Warner Brothers hope will 
be the start of one massive fran¬ 
chise, seeing how many millions 
they’ve pumped into the marketing. 
But the central problem with such a 
gargantuan budget is that very few 
risks are taken in terms of plot or 
character because executives are 


so worried about screwing up a la 
The Hulk which did take risks but 
failed disastrously at the box office. 

It means every choice is safe and 
dull. From the script - classic good 
vs evil - to the choice of Mr Bland 
aka Ryan Reynolds as the lead 
character, to the crowd-pleasing 
3D, right up until the incredibly 
annoying tag on the final credits 
which hints at a sequel, this seems 
to have been scripted and directed 
by a focus group rather than 
genuinely imaginative individuals 
with souls. 


There are a few good points: the 
villains - comprising a freaky, sarky 
Peter Sarsgaard and a massive CGI 
smoky thing called Parallax - are 
excellent, while there are some good 
lines such as when love interest 
Carol (Blake Lively) takes the mick 
out of Hal for his lame green disguise 
which he’s convinced protects his 
real identity. 

Afterwards I caught V For 
Vendetta on TV. Now that’s a proper 
superhero film from a comic book 
that’s actually about something...

LEVY: LUKA IS 
NOT FOR SALE

CHAIRMAN Daniel Levy insists that 
Luka Modric is not for sale at any price 
- even though the player has expressed 
his desire to leave Tottenham Hotspur. 

Having rejected a reported £22mil- 
lion bid from Chelsea last week, Spurs 
were rocked when the Croatian interna¬ 
tional midfielder made it clear that he 
wanted to quit White Hart Lane. 

But Levy responded by issuing a 
strongly worded statement where he 
claimed that he had no intention of let¬ 
ting Modric leave. 

“I wish to make it absolutely clear 
that none of our key players will be sold 
this summer,” Levy said. “In respect of 
Luka, we are not prepared to sell - at 
any price - to Chelsea or any other club. 

“We made our stance on this issue 
abundantly clear in writing to Chelsea. 
They chose to ignore it and then subse¬ 
quently made the offer public. We now 
consider this matter closed.” 

Modric has been a huge hit at White 
Hart Lane since arriving from Dinamo 
Zagreb three years ago and only signed 


a new-long term deal last summer, but 
he now appears to have decided that his 
future lies elsewhere. 

“I want to leave Tottenham as friends,” 
he said. “I have enjoyed my time there, 
but now it is right for me to look at 
another club. 

“I have an arrangement with the 
chairman. When I signed my new con¬ 
tract he said that if another club came 
in to sign me then they would consider 
the offer. 

“Chelsea are a big club with an ambi¬ 
tious owner. They have great players and 
they have ambitions to fight for the title 
and win the Champions League.” 

Manager Harry Redknapp remains 
hopeful that he will be able to persuade 
Modric to stay at the club. 

“We have to show him our ambition,” 
he said. “If we are looking to go any¬ 
where, we can’t be selling Luka. 

“We have to do something about it 
and keep him happy and keep him at 
this club.” 

Meanwhile, midfielder Jamie O’Hara 
completed a £5m move to Wolver¬

Win sees North 
London close in 
on top-two spot 

NORTH LONDON moved to within 
six points of the promotion places 
in Division Three of the Middlesex 
Country Cricket League after easing 
to an eight-wicket win at home to 
Indian Gymkhana on Saturday.
